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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim 1 has been examined. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1. There is no listing of references in the application, and therefore, it does not have 
a proper information disclosure statement (IDS). 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all 
patents, publications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office, and 
MPEP § 609.04(a) states, "the list may not be incorporated into the specification but 
must be submitted in a separate paper." 

No IDS was filed with this application, and hence, the application fails to comply 
with 37 CFR 1.98(a)(1), which requires the following: (1) a list of all patents, 
publications, applications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office; 
(2) U.S. patents and U.S. patent application publications listed in a section separately 
from citations of other documents; (3) the application number of the application in which 
the information disclosure statement is being submitted on each page of the list; (4) a 
column that provides a blank space next to each document to be considered, for the 
examiner's initials; and (5) a heading that clearly indicates that the list is an information 
disclosure statement. Since there was no IDS filed with this application, the examiner, 
therefore, cannot consider any information with respect to any references cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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2. Claim 1 is rejected because it omits matter disclosed to be essential to the 
invention as described in the specification. Such essential matter may include missing 
elements, steps or necessary structural cooperative relationships of elements described 
by the applicant as necessary to practice the invention. The claim omits the process for 
producing real estate documents as described in the specification. Therefore, the claim 
is not enabling because it omits the essential matter of the proper functions to produce 
the documents. In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229 (CCPA 1976); and PEP 2172.01. 

3. With regard to claim 1 where it recites "wherein the program in memory is further 
adapted to performed a credit card or other payment transaction to provide the real 
estate document services to the customer", this claimed invention is not described in 
the specification and drawings. Therefore, it is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim contains 
subject matter which is not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one 
in the ordinary skill in the art to make and/or use the invention. 

4. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Broerman 

(US Patent 6,594,633) (hereafter referred to as Broerman) in view of the applicant's 

Admitted Prior Art herein referred to APA (see specification, page 3, second paragraph 

- Since the inception of the computer, there have been many real estate software 

packages that will handle calculating and producing the required RESPA documents). 
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With regard to claim 1, Broerman discloses a computer network which facilitates 
a real estate transaction among all parties such as buyer, seller, lawyer, mortgage 
provider, title provider, seller agent and buyer agent. Broerman's network has the 
capability to provide electronic mortgage calculator, mortgage application, generate and 
deliver purchase contract and disclosure documents (see figure 3/96/98; column 1 1 , line 
44-48; figure 5B/96; figure 5C/98; figure 6/222; column 12, line 28-34). Broerman's 
network does not explicitly teach generating the HUD-1 form, Federal Truth-In-Lending 
document and Title Disbursement Statement; however, it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to include the applicant's APA to 
the disclosure of Broerman. This combination of the disclosures would have provided 
the capability to generate the real estate documents over the Internet. Also, Official 
notice is taken that using a global computer network including the Internet for 
communicating with remote computers are old and well known in the art. Global 
computer networks including the Internet provide a fast and efficient way to 
communicate between remote sites. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
